y^ThP greatest loss of life occurred in 
Cincinnati and vicinity where 33 per- 
sons are known to be dead, 16 miss- 
ing. 18 of the dead being deck hands, 
who were drowned by the capsizing 
of the towboat convoy on the Ohio 
river. 


In pastern Missouri the storm as- 


sumed the proportions of a tornado, 
demolishing 162 blocks in St. Charles, 
a town of about 11,000 people. 


St. Peters, a town 
of 300 inhabi- 


tants, and. Gilmore, a village of '100, 
•\vere almost wiped out by the tornado. 
In St. Charles and St. Peters there 
was no loss of life, while in Gilmore 
only one person was killed. 
Nebraska Crops Damaged. 


In Lincoln and Custer 'counties, Ne- 
braska, wind and hail caused heavy 
damage to crops and in the village of 
Callouway several buildings were un- 
roofed.

Worst Storm In Decades. 
Cincinnati, 0., July 8.—The most 
devastating storm that has visited this

hour, took a toll of lives estimated as 
close to .35 and 
wrought property 
damage somewhere between ,$500,000 
and a millioin dollars. 
As definite reports began to filter 
in today from the suburbs, where tele- 
phonic communication was slowly be- 
ing established, the list of the missing, 
which at. last reports last night indi- 
cated between 16 and 
20, was in- 
creased.. 
Cincinnati awoke this morning to

alyzed, its wire communications with 
the outside world hampered to such 
an extent that only press- wires were 
available, its streets 
littered with 
fallen trees, signs, roofs of houses and 
other wreckage that had been tossed 
there by the wind. 
Numerous church spires were blown 
flown, and with the wreckage in the 
streets not yet removed -Jic. street 
car service is decidedly limited.

The Italian armored cruiser Amalfl 
was torpedoed and sunk at dawn this 
morning by an Austrian submarine 
while taking part in a reconnoisance 
in the upper Adriatic, it was officially 
announced tonight by the ministry of 
marine.

"A reconnoisance in force was ac- 
complished last night (July 6) in the 
upper Adriatic. The Amalfl, 
which 
took part in the reconnoisance, was 
to.rpedoed at dawn this morning by ail 
Austrian submarine, and soon listed 
heavily to port.

TRAFFIC WITH GERMANY 


BY HOLLAND INCREASES 


AS CONDITIONS IMPROVE 


[DI ASSOCIATED IMIESS.] 


Amsterdam,' July 8. — The Tele- 
graaf'B weekly trade 
reports, from 
correspondents on the German border 
indicate that Butch trade with Ger- 
many, both import and export, is in- 
creasing rapidly, as facilities are im- 
proved and the proper channels for 
trade become better known. The im- 
ports from1 Germany consist largely 
of goods bound for the United States. 
The exports are mainly food supplies. 
The Telegraafs report from Win- 
ters wyk says: 
. "Traffic with Germany, both 
im- 
port and 
export, was again 
excep- 
tionally heavy during the past week. 
About 350 more carloads of fuel were 
imported than the week before, and 
the supply of various kinds of manu- 
factured goods is still maintained in 
the same degree and is especially of 
Importance to America.

loads, of which 440 were manufac- 
tured goods, and the .rest' coal, 'bri- 
quettes and coke.

Un- 
der this substitute a board of thirteen 
regents of common schools is created, 
twelve to be appointed by congres- 
sional districts and one at 
large/ 
Three members of this latter board 
are to be women.

There are dogfish, catfish, squirrel- 
fish, angel-fish, and. starfish, but trese 
are not fish at all. Also there are dog- 
fish and dogfish. 
On 
the ocean, 
a 


dogfish is a small shark. But in the 
Mississippi 
valley, 
on the 
Great 
Lakes, 
and 
on the 
Atlantic coast 
rivers from Virginia to Texas, a dog- 
fish is a remarkable creature of the 
fresh water, looking quite like other 
fishes, but not nearly related 
to any 
other fish in this or any other region. 
He has a handsome looking coat of 
hard, shiny scales, which it takes an 
axe to penetrate. 
He is bullet head- 
ed, with a most formidable looking set 
of teeth. 
And he has a disquieting 
habit of snapping when taken from 
the.water. He is a pirate, living on 
other fishes, and is thoroughly despis- 
ed by all good fishermen. And yet, 
when hooked, he fights like a man, 
and is royal sport. 
But there his 
usefulness ends. 
AB food he has no 
standing, cotton batting tastes bet- 
ter. 
His tenacity of life is marvel- 
lous. 
A specimen brought in in a 
moist sack was forgotten in a corner 
for several days, but was none the 
worse when found. 
^But the most remarkable 
thing 
about our dogfish is its breeding hab- 
its. 
They were first discovered and 
studied in Wisconsin waters by mem- 
bers of the former Milwaukee Lake 
Laboratory. 
About the last of April the male 
fish seeks a sheltered bay or otlier 
shallow water', and clears a space two 
feet In diameter of weeds, silt and 
mud. 
Then he goes out, finds a le- 
male, or several, and induces them to 
lay their egpis In the nest so formed. 
This-done, the females disappear, tlie 
male assuming sole charge. 
He re- 
mains closely over the nest to guard it 
from minnows that love to eat eggs; 
he uses his tail to keen the eggs clean 
from silt, and to provide them with a 
slow but steady flow of fresh water. 
And he dashes savagely at any larger 
fish that may- approach the neignoor- 
hood. 
After the young are hatched, he 
still stays with them. After 
a few 
days the little fellows, black as a hat 
and half an inch long, can swim to the 
surface, and the old male begins to 
leave the nest. And now can be seen 
a most interesting sipht. 
Foi- 
th% 
young follow their father having un- 
der him, ;500 to 1500 in number, for 
all the world like younR chicks run- 
ning with'the old hen. This continues 
for six weeks, the old fish moving all 
this time slowly and with caution. Oc- 
casionally he shots away some dis- 
tance from the young, but they always 
succeed in finding him again. Finally 
when they have assumed the colors 
"of their parents, the male leaves them 
and they must shift for themselves.
